Mr. Bucwawan said very truly in his Message, 
that these hostile expeditions discourage emi- 
gration and prevent the colonization of Nic- 
araugua by peaceful and laborious industry from 
the United States. If events could be left to 
their own course, there is not the slightest doubt 
that Nicaragua and the other Central Ameri- 
can States would very speedily invite settlers 
from the North, and receive large and con- 
stant contributions from the wealth, labor, and 
enterprise of the American Union. The inev- 
itable.-result of this. process would be the 
Americanization of the Isthmus,—the intro- 
duction there of American institutions, social 
and political, and the development of the re- 
‘aources of the country 
|, This isa result which all must desire to nee 
secomplidhed :—dnd the’ natural influence of 
commerce; ‘and of that intercourse which 
peaceful. and friendly relations would prem 
would certainly and speedily bring it about. 
‘Waxker’s operations have gréatly. retarded 
the whole movement, ‘and can never result in 
anything but injury to that country and dis- 
grace to our own. 

The laws which are designed to prevent 
hostile movements against nations with which 
we are at peace are defective, and ought to be 
amended, If our Government is sincere in 
the object which it professes, then greater cer, 
tainty.should be given te these laws, so -that 
their evasion might be less easy and less con- 
stant. If it is not sincere, then they should 
be. repealed .at..once. We hope that some 
movement will be made in Congress to accom- 
plish either.one or the other of these results.
